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Report  of  Superintendent 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Dummer: 

As  has  been  the  case  in  past  years,  the  purpose  of  my  report 
has  been  to  keep  the  citizens  of  Dummer  informed  of  those 
educational  issues  which  have  a  direct  or  indirect  effect  on  their 
children.  If  my  report  serves  that  end  reasonably  well,  I  feel  I 
will  have  met  my  obligations  to  you,  the  people  of  Dummer. 

FEDERAL  INTERFERENCE  IN  LOCAL  SCHOOLS 

In  recent  years  I  have  grown  so  concerned  with  the  problem 
of  federal  interference  in  the  public  schools  of  this  country  that 
I  hope  to  include  each  yejir  in  my  report  some  comments  about 
what  is  happening.  In  this  way  I  hope  to  alert  people  to  the  pro- 
blem. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  greatest  dangers  facing  the  public  school 
system  today  is  the  gradual  take-over  of  public  education  by  the 
federal  government.  This  may  seem  strange  to  many  of  you  be- 
cause we  have  been  told  or  led  to  believe  that  the  U.S.  Constitu- 
tion clearly  leaves  education  as  a  responsibility  of  the  states  and 
not  of  the  federal  government.  When  our  present  form  of  govern- 
ment was  formed  education  was  thought  to  be  too  precious  to  be 
placed  in  the  control  of  a  central  government  because  of  what 
some  people  felt  government  could  do  to  control  the  minds  of 
the  people.  One  does  not  need  to  look  far  around  the  world  to 
find  examples  of  just  this  problem.  To  protect  themselves  against 
total  government  control  the  states  at  the  time  of  the  formation 
of  our  Nation  gave  the  federal  government  only  certain  powers, 
one  of  which  was  not  education.  Education  remained  a  respon- 
sibility of  the  states.  For  nearly  200  years  this  concept  of  govern- 
ment has  endured.  Now,  however,  we  find  that  federal  control 
of  our  free  public  education  system  is  fast  becoming  a  reality. 
Some  may  ask  how  this  could  possibly  have  come  about.  The 
answer  is  simple.  As  in  other  countries  of  the  world  which  have 
lost  their  freedom,  government  merely  passes  laws  giving  itself 
the  power  to  take  over  vast  regulatory  agencies  to  implement 
these  laws.  Regulations  resulting  from  these  laws  and  being  im- 
plemented by  these  regulatory  agencies  have  now  reached  the 
point  where  everyone  of  us  is  controlled  to  some  degree  every 
day  of  our  lives. 

In  areas  of  state  control,  where  the  federal  government  has  not 
been  able  to  dictate  what  and  how  regulations  will  be  carried  out, 
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the  federal  government  has  placed  barriers  requiring  huge  sums 
of  money  beyond  the  means  of  a  local  community  to  comply. 
Then,  as  an  aid  to  these  communities,  grants  have  been  made 
available.  Because  of  the  grants  and  the  controls  attached  to 
them,  local  control  has  been  lost  to  Washington. 

In  the  early  days,  these  funds,  if  applied  for  at  all,  required 
controls  only  in  those  areas  for  which  funds  were  being  request- 
ed. Now,  however,  the  federal  government  has  forced  itself  upon 
the  states  by  adding  additional  requirements  which  are  not  re- 
lated to  the  original  intent  of  the  regulation.  By  so  doing,  they 
have  been  able  to  circumvent  the  Constitution  and  have  been 
able  to  take  over  areas  of  responsibility  clearly  reserved  by  the 
states  to  themselves.  An  example  of  just  such  a  case  can  be  found 
in  the  program  to  provide  90%  road  construction  aid  to  the  states 
to  develop  a  modern  and  safe  road  system.  Accepting  these  funds 
has  led  to  a  national  speed  limit  law  not  only  on  federally  con- 
structed roads  but  also  on  all  state  roads.  Non  compliance  would 
mean  the  loss  of  road  construction  aid  for  all  future  projects. 
Along  the  same  lines  but  more  recently  the  federal  government 
has  told  the  states  that  they  must  meet  the  requirements  of 
Standard  No.  17  on  bus  safety.  Again  the  states  have  been  dir- 
ected to  comply  or  lose  all  road  aid  funds.  Similar  examples  to 
the  ones  cited  can  be  found  in  OSHA,  flood  zoning,  land  use,  and 
numerous  other  areas. 

With  the  problems  in  education  and  other  areas  of  state 
responsibility  being  taken  over  by  Washington,  one  has  to  ask  if 
the  end  justifies  the  means.  Is  the  money  we  get  from  Washington 
worth  the  loss  of  our  freedom,  regardless  how  seemingly  worthy 
the  federal  scheme  may  be?  No  one  doubts  that  the  benefits 
from  many  federal  programs  are  good.  We  know,  for  example, 
that  the  55  mile  per  hour  speed  limit  saves  lives.  However,  that  is 
not  the  point.  The  point  is  whether  the  federal  government, 
Congress  to  be  specific,  has  such  a  right  and  in  effect  is  not 
exceeding  its  power.  It  clearly  does  not  have  such  a  right  and  is 
exceeding  its  power.  It  is  clearly  circumventing  the  wording,  spirit 
and  very  foundation  of  our  country;  all  on  the  premise  that  it 
knows  what  is  better  for  us  than  we  do  ourselves.  In  my  judg- 
ment, Washington  should  be  told  to  keep  hands  off!  We,  as  a 
state  and  as  a  people,  are  quite  capable  of  taking  care  of  our  own 
needs. 

PUBLIC  LAW  94-142 

Public  Law  94-142  is  another  fine  example  of  the  federal 
governments  unnecessary  interference  in  the  lives  of  its  people. 
This  law,  like  many  federal  laws  of  this  kind,  is  well  intentioned 
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This  particular  law  was  established  to  provide  an  education  for 
the  handicapped  from  ages  3-21.  I  don't  believe  anyone  can  argue 
that  this  is  not  a  fine  thing.  All  handicapped  people  should  have 
an  equal  educational  opportunity.  God  only  knows  they  need  a 
fair  break.  However,  there  are  two  problems  with  the  law.  First 
education  is  a  right  guaranteed  by  the  states,  not  the  U.S. 
Constitution,  and  is  therefore  a  responsibility  of  the  states. 
Second,  the  law  discriminates  against  all  non-handicapped  child- 
ren by  forcing  the  use  of  regular  educational  funds  to  provide 
programs  far  in  excess  of  what  is  provided  to  non-handicapped 
children.  In  my  judgment,  this  is  nothing  more  or  less  than 
reverse  discrimination. 

SCHOOL  WARRANT 

Your  school  warrant  contains  three  articles  which  should  be 
noted  and  explanation  provided. 

The  first  of  these  is  Article  No.  4  asking  for  an  additional 
$8,500.00  before  June  30,  1977.  The  money  is  needed  to  meet 
the  district's  tuition  obligation  for  the  current  year.  Because  of 
additional  students  which  were  not  expected  in  March,  1976,  the 
tuition  budget  alone  will  be  over  expanded  by  nearly  $8,500.00. 
In  addition  to  this  over  expenditure  it  is  anticipated  that  our 
gasoline  costs,  because  we  failed  to  pay  for  our  gasoline  taken 
from  the  town  pump  last  year  will  be  over  budget  by  approxi- 
mately $1,000.00.  Though  these  two  accounts  of  our  budget 
total  $9,500.00  some  of  the  over  expenditure  has  been  absorbed 
by  other  accounts  in  the  budget  and  have  thus  allowed  us  to  keep 
the  request  dovra  to  $8,500.00  . 

The  next  article  requiring  some  explanation  asks  for  voter 
approval  of  the  school  board's  request  for  $3,000.00  of  Revenue 
Sharing  Funds  to  assist  it  in  purchasing  a  new  bus.  If  approved 
the  amount  to  be  raised  by  local  taxation  would  be  reduced  by 
$3,000.00 

Article  No.  6  requests  voter  approval  to  use  accumulated  funds 
in  the  Bus  Capital  Reserve  Fund  to  purchase  a  new  66  passenger 
bus.  Our  present  bus  has  nearly  100,000  miles  and  is  6  years  old. 
If  kept  another  year  it  would  require  an  increasing  amount  of 
money  to  keep  on  the  road. 
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The  present  bus  is  a  60  passenger  vehicle.  With  the  ever 
increasing  number  of  students  each  year  the  extra  capacity 
will  be  needed. 

At  the  time  the  present  school  bus  was  purchased  it  cost 
Dummer  $7,500.00  plus  trade.  In  the  matter  of  6  years  buses 
of  this  size  have  increased  to  $16,000. 00-$18,000. 00  plus  trade. 
With  that  type  of  expenditure  being  required  every  care  should 
be  taken  to  prolong  its  useful  life  to  the  greatest  degree  possible. 

TUITION  RATES 

Tuition  is  obviously  the  one  great  expense  in  our  budget.  All 
else  is  of  minor  consequence  compared  to  that  figure.  Just  look- 
ing at  our  tuition  expenditures  over  the  last  couple  of  years 
tells  the  story.  In  1975-76  Dummer  expended  $58,974.76  for 
tuition  purposes.  In  1976-77,  including  the  deficit,  that  will  have 
climbed  to  $76,429.00.  For  1977-78  it  is  projected  that  it  will 
climb  to  $84,870.08.  To  say  the  least  that  is  quite  an  increase. 
In  fact,  over  a  period  of  3  years  the  tuition  budget  has  increased 
by  43.4%. 

The  increase  of  43.4%  is  not  entirely  as  a  result  of  an  increase 
in  the  tuition  rate.  In  large  part  the  increase  results  from  a  larger 
number  of  students  attending  Berlin  schools.  To  illustrate  that 
point  I  have  included  the  tuition  rates  for  the  past  three  years 
and  the  increases  over  that  time : 

Elementary       Junior  High       Senior  High 

1975-76  $    940.35         $    990.76         $1,024.81 

1976-77  1,019.26  1,175.23  1,165.39 

1977-78  971.00  1,165.28  1,341.36 

Three  Year  Increase  3.3%  14.9%  30.9% 

As  my  figures  illustrate,  you  can  hardly  blame  Berlin  for  in- 
creasing your  educational  costs  over  this  three  year  period.  Cer- 
tainly the  rates  have  resulted  in  added  costs  but  to  a  greater 
degree  these  added  costs  have  resulted  from  the  greater  number 
of  students  attending  school. 

SUMMARY 

I  often  hesitate  to  express  strong  personal  views  on  matters 
which  could  cause  needless  controversy  in  a  community.  How- 
ever, there  are  times  when  the  people  should  be  warned,  regard- 
less of  the  consequences,  of  events  which  could  have  an  effect 
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on  their  lives  and  those  of  their  children.  Federal  interference 
in  areas  clearly  not  its  responsibility  and  the  resulting  dangers  to 
our  freedom  by  the  use  of  such  methods  is  something  which 
should  be  of  concern  to  everyone. 

To  provide  an  education  to  the  children  of  a  community  takes 
the  cooperation  and  efforts  of  many  people.  To  those  parents 
who  have  shovm  an  interest  in  their  children's  education,  to  those 
members  of  the  school  board  who  have  provided  the  leadership, 
and  to  those  tax  payers  of  the  community  who  have  been  willing 
to  tax  themselves  excessively  for  the  welfare  of  their  children, 
I  extend  my  sincere  appreciation  and  thanks.  It  could  not  have 
been  done  virithout  you.
